Were laid before the House yesterday. 
They are mado up to the end of the new 
financial year, 30th Juno, 1880. The 
estimated expenditure is $649,792; the 
revenue, §626,823— a deficit of $22,- 
969. The sources of revenue are 
strained to their utmost to produce 
this result; but it may be mentioned as 
n remarkable fact that no statement of 
receipts (actual or approximate) ac- 
companies the estimates. The educa^ 
ttonal items are set down in detail, in- 
stead of the sum being voted in a lump. 
The salaries of the principals of all the 
most important schools are cut down 
§10 a month. The salary of the prin- 
cipal of the High School is cut down 
$25 a month. Only some $85,000 are 
voted for roads, streets and bridges, 
and it is observed that Districts that 
returned members to sujjport the Gov- 
ernment fare better than those that 
returned members to o]iposo it. It is 
also seeu that in several instances 
where so-called economies were intro- 
duced by the Government last session 
in the removal of officials that the 
items again appear on the estimates. 
Taken all in all, tho bill of fare is very 
meagre. . 

THE RAILWAY.

Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 

RETTOir. 

Hon. Mr. Beuven laid before the House 
a return showing theamounts appropriated 
and expended during the first six montlis 
of 1878. 

FISH HATCHERY. 

Hon. Mr. 'Walkem moved that an hum- 
ble address be presented to His Honor 
the Lieut. -Governor praying that he will 
represent to the Dominion Government 
tho very great importance to the Domin- 
ion, as well as to the Province, of a fish 
breeding establishment being, iis soon as 
possible, erected at some suitable place in 
the district of Now Westminster. 

The hoii. ' gentleman alluded to the im- 
portance of fostering the fishery interest 
in the Province and the necessity for the 
erection of a brooding establishment. 

Tho motion was seconded by hon. Mr. 
Boaven. 

Mr. Smitho said tho motion was one 
which must moot with the approval of 
both sides of tho House. It was highly 
desirable that stops should be taken to 
prevent tho destruction of fish and tho 
importance of abreeding establishment was 
at onco apparent. Tho late Government 
had ui'gea upon tho Dominion Govern- 
ment tho necessity of its erection. (A 
laugh from Mr. Humphreys.) IVIr. Smitho 
said that if copies of ;. the cbnrespbn'denoe 
were brought tlown it would be seen that 
tlio late Govonunent had gone verj- fully 
into tho matter. The hon. gentleman 
tlien proceeded to dilate on tho great 
value to tho Province and Dominion of 
tho fishing interest. Ho thouglit tho res- 
olution would do good and should bo 
passed unanimously. 

The resolution passed without further 
debate. 

A.SSE.SaMKNr ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Bcaven moved tliat tho third 
reading of bill No. 23 bo rescinded, in or- 
der to insert as sub-section 4, of section 0; 
(i.) Land williin tho limits of an incor- 
porated district or township, provided 
such tax is levied and collected for the 
same year upon the same land by tho 
Municipality. And to amend sub-aection 
(la.) of section 14, by striking out the 
words "personal property or income tax," 
and insert in lieu thereof the w'ord 
"taxoa." 

Tlio bill was amended in accordance 
with the resolution. 

SUPPLY. 

Mr. Smitho hoped that tho Minister of 
Finance would move tho House into Com- 
mittee of Supply to. day. : Tho House had 
already been m session two months and 
hon. members who lived at a distance 
from the Capital were anxious to return 
to their homes, (Hear, hear). 

lAND ACT. 

The report on the Land Amendment 
Act, 1879, was adopted and tlie bill pass- 

SCHOOL TAX. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven moved tho socoml 
reading of a bill to amend tho School 
Tax Act, 1876 by striking out tlie clause 
providing for tho remuneration of school 
tax collectors as the necessaiy provision 
had boon made in the Bevenue Bill. 

The motion wa8£Srried -afid£&e^^ 
passed through committee without amend- 
ments. 

The report on tho rents and distresao.i 
bill was adopted and tho House tlion 
went into committee on the 

MUNICIPALITV BILL. 

Mr. McGillivray moved to amend the 
bill by reducing from'30^-to'''20!fthe'num- 
ber of male residents in district necca- 
sary to form a municipality. 

The : amendment passed without do- 
bate. 

In the absence of Mr. Ash tho chairman 
read that hon. gentleman's amendment to 
take from municipalities tho power to dis- 
miss magistrates. 

Hon. Mr. AValkem said tlic amendment 
would make tho stipendiary magistrate 
independent of tlie City Council, who 
really were entitled to full control over 
that officer, inasmuch as they paid him. 
The amendment would, if passed, ignore 
the action taken by the House a few 
months since and i>\a.co tho municipality 
in its fojmor position. Ho understood 
that the relations existing between the 
Police Magistrate of Victoria and the City 
Council were highly satisfactory and that 
ovorythirig WM'goingon TO 

Mr. WUiifiinB would support the'amond- 
ment if the Government would pay tho 
magistrate. He believed tho magistracy 
had been promised, when in tlie gift of 
the Government, tu no less than 12 candi- 
dates. Only one had got tho appointment, 
he still held it and would continue to do 
so if he behaved himself.! 'The cry of 
"you pay and I appoint" was altogether 
too ancient. 

Mr. Smitho said that ho disapproved of 
the system pursued on the other side of 
the line, where nearly all thQ judges were 
elected, 

Mr. Williams— No, no, 

Mr. Smitho — Nearly all are elected and 
justice has not been administered ns it 
ought to be, 

Sir. Wilson roao to contr.tdict tho hon. 
gentleman. Tho judges of tho United 
States were not elected. 

Mr. Smithe objected to these frequent 
interruptions from members for Victoria 
city. The second member was continually 
bobbing up liko a "jack-in-a-box" and it 
wag no wonder he had been dubbed a 
"Conspicuous Failure. " (Laughter;) Ho 
(Mr. S.) repeated that some of the judges 
of the United States were elected. 

Mr. WilBon, rising — The statement is 
incorrect; I say they are not elected. 
(Cries of order, order.) 

Mr. Smitho then proceeded to point out 
the evils arising from tho elective system 
and said that it mustleafl to a mal-admin- 
istration of justice. It was true the_ Do- 
minion Govornment paid our judges hut 
they could not remove them. The ap- 
pointment was a mere secondaiy consid- 
eration, so long as tho magistrate or judge 
could feel after it that his livelihood did 
not depend on pleasing those who ap- 
pointed him. 

Mr. Williams said that justice as ad 
ministered hero was simply disgraceful. 
A man could boat another over the head 
with a stick and almost murder him and 
got olT with a fine of five shillings and six- 
pence. In the whole course of his exis- 
tence in California he had never seen no- 
thing BO shameful. Why, it was some- 
thing dreadful to-day to hit a man over 
the head in San Francisco, where tho law 
was carried out twice as jstrict as here. 
Talk about your justice in this country 1 
It was all- nonsense. No judge in San 
Francisco was never elected by the peo- 

?le duriug teh^yeara;; he resided there, 
hat showed the member for Cowichan 
did not know what he was talking about. 
Mr. Evans opposed tho amondmont. 
Hon. Mr. Humphreys could net aeo 
why the City Council were not just as ca- 
pable of appointing and dismissing a ma- 
gistrate as tho Lieut. -Governor in Coun- 
cil. He wa» satisfied that there was less 
chance of jobbery if the Town Oounoil 
lu&d thg f o^er \o dismiss and n^ak^ ^ho 



appointment than if the Government, who 
were merely a political machine, had that 
powers. 

Mr. Ash explained that his amendment 
did not propose to take from tho Council 
the power to appoint theii" magistrate, but 
simply to dismiss. A police magistrate 
he contended should bp placed on tho 
same footing as other judges and not ren- 
dered liable to dismissal at the hands of a 
majority of a town council — a majority of 
which might consist of four obscure .ind 
ignorant men. It was impossible, if tho 
power to dismiss were given to Councils, 
that the Police Magistrate would bo ablo 
to fulfil his duties without fear or favor. 
He was surprised that the Govornment 
allowed a bill to Btaud unrdtorod with 
such a clause in it. Tho principle tho 
clause contained was wrong and would bo 
contended for by no honoi-ablo man. In 
supporting tho clause ho feared that tho 
Government were allying themselves to 
the worst class of society. Ho (Mr. Ash) 
had always endeavored to expunge tho 
principle and always intended to do so. 

Jlr. Wilson regretted that tliu lion, 
member had lost his tompor. 

Mr. Ash — Who has lost his toiuper / 

Mr. Wilson — I did not mention your 
name, but since you ask I will say it wa.s 
you. 

Mr. Ash replied that he had not lust 
his temper, and tho member for Victoria 
City must not imagine that because ho 
represented Comox that ho (Mr. Asli)hnd 
no right to refer to Victoria. Ho (Mr. 
Ash) had just as much right to refer to 
^y|igtoria as he (Mr. Wilson) had so ■ fre- 
quently to Cowichan and Comox. That 
hon. gentleman he regretted to state was 
in tho habit of using language which at 
least might bo termed iin])ertinont and 
which he -.vould not uso outside tlie walLs 
of tho House. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr, Wilson replied at some length and 
stated that the duties of the police magis- 
trate could bo performed by ."vn ordinary 
justice of tho peace. 

Mr. Williams spoke in defence of the 
majority of the members of tho last City 
Council and said lie was not afraid to con- 
test Victoria with the member for Comox 
who had to go out into the wilderness for 
a constituonoyt-^i^Jl'v - 

Hon. Mr. Boaven said tho appointmont 
of tho Police Jlagislrato was simply so 
much political patronage, if placed in tho 
hands of the (jovornr.ient. He had al- 
ways contended that those who appointed 
should pay. The clause as it stood was 
almost identical with that in the, bill in- 
troduced :bytha'Govbrnmont of i^^^ 
member for Ooinox waV a' Minister. " He 
was surprised thercforo to hear that hon. 
gentleman accuse the present Government 
of a dingracoful act wlioii ho himself had 
been a party to tho samo thing. 

Sir. Drummond contended that tho 
Council should have the power both of 
appointing and dismissing. He believed 
the Mayor should perform tho duties of 
tho magistrate and thus ofFcct a saving to 
tho City, or that Mr. Pemberton, when 
unemployed, should act. He objected to 
tho languago used by tho member for Co- 
mox in roforenco to the inajority of the 
City Council of 1878 and, although ho did 
not wish to use any rough aphorism, 
ho hoped his hon. friend, tho doctor from 
Comox, would retract wliat ho had said, 
because he (Mr. D.) had happened toliavo 
been one of those ''ignorant men" allud- 
ed to. Ho trusted tho amendment would 
bo withdrawn. 

Mr. Ash explained thathe had not alluded 
to the Victoria City Council, but had said 
that four men, who might be obscure and 
ignorantjbut at tho same time form a ma- 
jority of any municipal council, had it in 
their power without stating their reason 
to dismiss a police magistrate. 

Mr. Smitlie said that the people paid 
the police magistrate's salary and it made 
no difference to them whether it was 
through the mediumahip of tho Council 
or Governniont. All they required was 
that the magistrate shoulcl bo in a posi- 
tion to administer justice without fear or 
favor. He?-'thbught the amendment 
tended townrds this end and that under 
existing circumstances it was quite possi- 
ble that a Council cnuld exorcise undue 
inilvonce over a police magistrate and 
thus prevent justice being meto'd out. Tlie 
hon, gentleman again contrasted the ad- 
ministration of the law. in this. Province 
withtiiat'-in.rthbi United^'i^ fi^^ vi*i>d; in 
conclusion trusted tho amoridmeht would 
pass. 

Mr. Vornon said he regretted tho 
language of the second niombor for Vic- 
toria city who had said that "he know 
justice was better administered in the 
United States than hero, and that when 
he read some of the decisions given in 
Oregon it made him feel quite ashamed, " 
Tho natural inference wag that justice was 
not administered here audas tho Attorney- 
General had said nothing in contradiction 
it was to be supposed that he concurred 
in the opinion. He (Mr. V.)i called at- 
tention to tho language in order that tiie 
member might correct himself if he do- 
sired to do so. 

Mi; Wilson said that it was well known 
that tho judges hero based many of their 
decisions on those of judges of the United 
States. In the decision giv^riotftheOhi- 
neso bill eructations were hct'ually mado 
from decisions given on the question in 
California. 

FJon. Mr. Walkem regretted tho com- 
parisons should have been made. They 
were apart from tho question and could 
not result in any good. With reference 
to tho amendment ho did not think it fair 
that tho City Council should be compelled 
to pay tho salary of a police magistrate 
appointed by tho Governniont, whether 
his services were required or not. He 
had originally been opposed to granting 
tho power to appoint to tho City Council 
fearing excesses and a maladministration 
might result. Nothing of tho sort, how- 
ever, had taken place, and ho was now in 
in favor of extending that power. The 
present ari'angcment.s had worked well 
and tho Govornment could dismiss the 
magistrate even now by simply cancelling 
his commission as a Justice of the Peace. 
Tho Government, however, saw no reason 
to interfere. If tho -amendment were 
passed it could bo rendered inoperative 
by the Council reducing the magistrate's 
salary to an absurdly low figure and thus 
compel him to resign. ' ■-- . -■ - 

]Mr. Ash replied;.£iff5'Bupp6rt of his 
amendment, which was then put and lost 
and tho coinmitteo rose and reported.

Barkervillk, March 19. — Great anx- 
iety was felt hero and at Stanley all Sat- 
urday night last for the safety of John 
Bilsland, who started from tho latter place 
on Thursday morning last for;tho : Jack of 
Clubs Creek, where ho intended shoveling 
snow ofT the Two Brothers shafthouso and 
then coming to Barkerville. On his broth- 
ers' return from hero on Saturday to 
Stanley, inquiries were instituted which 
resulted in tho dispatching of parties from 
both places about nine o'clock at night 
in search. The conjectures of both p&rtier 
were realized, as the unfortunate maii' 
was found early on Sunday morning, close 
to the shafthouso, buried under five feet 
of snow. Tho remains were brought to 
tho residence of Captain Jack Crawford, 
whore an inquest was held and a verdict 
returned that deceased came to his death 
from asnOw slide from the "Two Brother" 
shafthouso. - The remains were convey- 
veyed to the Camoronton Cemetery yester- 
day at 2 o'clock p.m. followod by between 
250 and 300 minere, among whom the 
deceased was greatly respected.

OiTAWA, March 3. — Hon. jMr. Mac- 
donald (Victoria, K. C.) movoil for copies 
of corroapondenco with tho Govornment 
relative to the a)ipointing of Richard 
Layton as Warden ot the penitentiary at 
British Columbia. He explained that 
seven of tho nine representatives of 
British Columbia, the late Lieutenant- 
Governor, and the present Lieutenant- 
Governor of tlie Province, Judges of the 
Supremo Court, and other influential men 
in British Columbia had urged Mr. Mac- 
kenzie to appoint Capt. Layton, and it 
had not been done. Mr. Mackenzie ap- 
pointed instead the gaoler at New West- 
minster, who was in no way qualified for 
tho position. While he did not favour 
tho introduction of tho American system 
in tho removal of officials, he hoped it 
would be applied in this case. 

Mr. Cornwall corroborated Mr. Alac-, 
donald's remarks, and seconded tho mo-' 
tion. 

Dr. Carrall spoke in high terms of 
Capt. Layton's capacity for the position. 

Mr. Macdonald moved for a copy of 
the report made by tho Deputy Adiutaiit- 
Guncral in British Columbia complaining 
of the Warden of the Penitentiaiy in that 
Province; i^AgreedJ to. . 

Mr. 'Macdbnald moved for copies of all 
correspondence relating to the removal of 
the railway office from Victoria to New 
Westminster ; also, tho cost of repairing 
and fitting up the old Government House 
at Now Westminster as a railway office, to- 
gether with all correspondence relative to 
;th'e;purvoyor of the Pacific railway being 
allowed to occupy said building as a pri- 
vate residence. 

Mr. Macdonald moved for copies of all 
tenders for the removal of tho steel rails 
from Vancouver Island to Fraser River, 
together with tho names of the parties to 
whom the contract was awarded and all 
correspondence on this subject between 
the Government and the purveyor of tho 
Pacific railway in British Columbia. Ho 
said this removal was an extraordinarily 
unbusinesslike and childish proceeding, 
and he could not help thinking that the 
Government had been misled in the mat- 
tor. No doubt it had been represented 
as a wonderful political move on tlio ovo 
of the elections, but it had cost tho coun- 
try over §30,000, as tho line of railway 
had not been decided upon. 

Mr. Cornwall said that from tho best 
information that he had,.beim^able-to;v,oB|' 
tain, he believed that'^tKe line had been 
decided upon last year by the late Gov- 
ernment, and there was, therefore, aomo 
reason why these rails should have been 
moved from Nanaimo and Victoria, where 
they have been lying for tho last two 
years. At the same time he thought it 
was unnecessaiyitp'.rambyb:.^^^ 
a hurry, as toiidni-s were called for in such 
a way that very few could ofTer thoir ser- 
vices. 

Mr. Alexander expressed the hope that 
tho present Government would not follow 
the course of the late Government in per- 
mitting large expenditure upon prelimin- 
ary arrangements for tho carrying out of 
great public works. For some yo.irs past 
largo sums were spent to give a semblance 
to the idea of keeping faith with British 
Columbia or to deceive that Prov- 
vinco. It would have been more honest 
on tho nart of tho late Government had 
they told British Columbia that the rail- 
way would bo gone on with when the 
country was ablo to proceed with it. 

The motion was carried.

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, March 30. — Tho Sun to- 
day returns to tho discu.ssion of Alaska 
and says:-— There is very little doubt 
butjithg^^^ trouble with the Indians 
has'tieen/^xaggerated by settlers in 
hopes of getting troops to Sitka and 
Fort Wrangei again for tho sake of 
their custom.

The steamship 
company feels Sthe^ldlst of transporta- 
tion by the witli^rawST ' of the troops 
and brings down alarming stories from 
Alaska -with each monthly trip. 

St Lot.-is, INlarch 20. — A terrible 
prairie fire recently occurred in Repub- 
lic and Cloud counties, Kansas. They 
extendedioyer. an area tenv^niile»ilong 
and three miles wide and swept every- 
thing before them. It is said about 
100 houses AYero consumed, also largo 
quantities of grain, farming imple- 
ments, hay and other property. Tiie 
inhabitants were obliged to take refuge 
in underground habitations. 



EUROPE. 
LisuoN, March 20. — Pinto, the Por- 
tugese explorer who lias crossed Afri- 
ca, telegraphs: — I struggled with hun- 
ger and thirst, natives, floods and 
drought. I have .saved all my papers, 
seventy geographical charts, many to- 
pographical maps, three volumes of 
notes, meteorological studies, drawings, 
and diary 'of complete explorations of 
the Upper Zambesi with its 72 catar- 
acts. 

London, March 20. — Jules Ferry's 
education bill states that according to 
existing laws foreigners are not allow- 
ed to teach in France and declares that 
tho same exclusion should apply to an 
order essentially foreign by the char- 
acter of its doctrines. This passage re- 
fers to the Jesuits who have 27 col- 
leges in Franco.

New York, March 17. — The eighth 
anniversary of the revolution of fiLarch 
18, 1871, was celebrated last night by 
exercises under the auspices of the so- 
ciety of French refugees in Clarendon 
Hall. Red, the commune color, pre- 
vailed everywhere. Red banners and 
flags were on tho walls; red rosettes in 
men's coats, and red ribbons and flow- 
ers ill women's hair. Among the in- 
Fcripiions on tho flags were "A.bolish 
war by organizing industry;" "The 
laws must be submitted to the people;" 
"Our object is reorganization of society 
independent of the priest, king, capi- 
talist or loafer." The cliant of the 
Commune was sung in lino style, al.so 
La lAbeiio Dea Proletaires fLiid Allans 
Socialistes by a Sooialistio singing so- 
ciety, and addresses made in several 
languages by the well known Commu- 
nists John Swinton, Justus Schwab 
and others. A banquet and ball fol- 
lowed the exercises.
